Wanted te Be Get-Rich-Quick Man. 
Genetti said he promised Zadra that, 


cnee married to Kate. he would get $600 
from her to start a get-rich-quick busi- 
ness, from which the two men hoped to 
make a fortune. Zadra, he said, ran a 
similar scheme successfully in the Aus- 
trian Tyrol, the forntfer home of both 
men. 

Zadra, he said, entered Mine No. 17 
with him on the night of Saturday, 
June 29, and they worked together in 
rigging up the death trap, by attaching 
steel guitar strings to a derringer which 
they placed inside August Ge ‘nettti's tool 
and powder chest. They laid a fuse, he 
said, from the muzzle of the pistol 
to one of the powder cans which the 
chest contained, and placed sawdust in 
the muzzle so that the fire would be 
started. The guitar strings connected 
the trigger with the chest’s lid. 

When Louis Cologna opened the chest 
on the following Monday morning, the 
trap was sprung and the powder cans 
exploded, burning Cologna so that he 
died a few hours later. August Genettl, 
who was standing near, suffered burys 
which caused his death the following 
Thursday. 

Had Told Many Different Stories 


Genetti, for two weeks pust age son- 
er in the Belleville Jafl, told nurfiarous 
and conflicting stories in the effort to 
account for his whereabouts on the night 
and to explain away 
his trunk of gultar 
strings dike those used in the trap. 

So long as no ‘evidence connected 
him with the derringer found at the 
scene of the tragedy, he seemed to feel 
eecure. 

Tuesday evening John Baerd of Ed- 
wardsville, clerk in a hardware store, 
crrived in Bellevilie with Stat@s At- 
torney Tecklenburg Former Chief of 
Police Hauss of East St. Louls, who has 
been employed on the case, had found 
that Beard sold a derringer to a man 
resembling Genetti a few days before 
the tragedy. 

Identified Genetti. 

By stationing Baerd in the office of the 
County Clerk, the officials gave him a 
view of the jail yard, and when sever- 
al prisoners were brought out he saw 
them without being seen by them.

The management of the Vromania is 
the agency between the employer and 
employe. An order for maid-service for 
a certain hour given the clerk 
by the women in the building who wish 
housework done, and the order is 
promptly and competently filled by the 
trained maid who is available for such 
service. 

On a blank prepared for the purpose, 
the maid enters the hour at which she 
commences service, and when she has 
finished she enters that hour.

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Millionaire Aeronaut Says 
Dash Through Clouds 
Didn’t Frighten Her. 


Councilman Albert B. Lambert, St. 
Louis’ only millionaire aerqnaut, is back 
from a two months’ sojourn in France. 
during which he made three balloon 
yoyages, one of 160 miles with his 
beautiful young wife, He also super- 
intended the construction of the halloon 
“st. Louis,”’ which is the city’s entry 
in the international sky contests here 
in October. 

Mr. Lambert brought back with him 
a half dozen pilot balloons, small aeria} 
craft, with which he proposes to teach 
his fellow members of the St. Louis 
Aero Club some of the fine points of gci- 
entific ballooning. 

He also brought back enthusiasm for 
holding the Vanderbilt cup automobile 
races in St. Louis about the same time 
as the balloon contests. 

“Ballooning is fine sport,” he said 
Wednesday. “I don’t think it’s danger- 
ous after you learn something about it. 
But it’s work. You have to watch your 
balloon every minute it’s up in the air, 
and there’s no time when you're in the 
clouds for conversational tete-a-tefes. 

Jumped Eifel Tower. 

“I enjoyed all of my three trips and 
had the pleasure of successfully jump- 
ing over Eiffel Tower in one. 

“Mrs. Lambert accompanied me on 
the longest trip we made and enjoyed it. 
I don’t think she was frightened at all. 
We started from the Paris Aero Club 
grounds July 9 at noon. The weather 
was stormy and as we went up we én- 
countered a heavy rain. But we pushed 
up to a height of 1500 feet and then we 
were above the clouds and rain and in 
the sunshine. 

“For 15 minutes we rode above the 
clouds out of sight of the earth. Then 


we came down a bit, and during the 
last 560 miles of our journey we sailed 


just above the tree tops. We came 
down about 8 o’clock after being in 
the air six hours, simply because it 
was dark. 

“We landed at the town of Guise, 
near the Belgian border. The entire 
town turned out to look at us. Some 
of the villagers touched us to see if 
we were real.’’ 

While in Paris Mr. Lambert met 
Jefferson DeMott Thompson of New 
York, head of the American Automobile 
Association, under whose auspices the 
Vanderbilt cup races are held. Thomp- 
son told him that troops to guard the 
course are absolutely necessary for a 
successful race, and said it was im- 
possible to get the State governments 
of New York or New Jersey to aid in 
having the course in either State thus 
patrolled. 

Road Fund Promised. 

“I suggested to him holding it in 
Missouri,’”’ said Mr. Lambert, “and I 
told him I would see what could be 
done towards fixing the military ques- 
tion. 

“David R. Calhoun, myself and oth- 
ers are ready to get up a fund to make 
the roads on a course around St. Louis 
good enough for the Vanderbilt cup 
race. 

“Mr. Thompson's idea was to have 
Federal troops. But it doesn’t make 
much difference what kind we have so 
we get the race.

WASHINGTON, July %.—President 
Roosevelt is embarrassed by the ac- 
tion of Circuit Judge Pritchard in 
granting a writ of habeas corpus to 
employes of th» Southern Railroad con- 
victed of violating the State laws of 
North Carolina. Neither President 
Roosevelt nor the Department of Jus- 
tice wanted Judge Pritchard to issue 
the writ. Officials of the Department 
of Justice hold that the case was 
purely one for the State courts and 
that Judge Pritchard when appealed 
to by the Southern Railroad sheuld 

have refused to act. 

They say the road had ample redress; 
that it could have obtained a stay 
of execution and taken an appeal to 
the Common Pleas Court and from 
that to the State Supreme Court. From 
could have 
been taken to the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

First Case on Record, 

These officials say the action of 
Zudge Pritchard is the first case on 
record in which Federal Courts have 
interfered in a purely State matter. 
They refer to the recent course pur- 
sued by a Federal judge in Nebraska. 
When a similar action was brought 
before him he refused to assume juris- 
diction and said it was a question for 
appeal to the various State Courts. 
They expected Judge Pritchard to 
follow the same course. 

When the situation became acute in 
North Carolina the President requested 
Attorney-General Bonaparte to try to 
avert the.threatened clash between the 
Federal and State courts. Assistant At- 
torney-General Edward T. Sanford vas 
then taking his vacation in North Caro- 
lina. He was diretted by Mr. Bonaparte 
to see the officials.of the Southern Rail- 
road and to try to Induce them to get 
a stay of executiohWh and take successive 
appeals through ‘the various’ State 
courts until thels, case could be brought 
to the ed States Supreme Court 
where it was promised expedition would 
be requested by the Department of Jus- 
tice. He was not instructed to see 
Judge Pritchard, as nis course might 
be construed as intcrrerence by the ex- 
ecutive with the judiciary. 

Must Support the Judge. 

The President is embarrassed by the 
appearance of Federal interference j-ist 
at the time he is seeking to secure 
solid delegations from the South to the 
next Republican nominating conven- 
tion.

Exposition Grounds Will Be 
Turned Over to City in 
a Few Months. 





MUCH MONEY EXPENDED 
A Great Deal of Work Must 
Be Done Before Park 
Is Restored. 








The section of Forest Park occupied 
by the World’s Fair will be restored to 
the city in a few months. Members 
of the Board of Public Improvements 
who inspecte@ the restorution work 
Tuesday, with officials of the Exposi- 
tion company, expressed themselves as 
Satisfied with what has been done. 
Within two or three months the ground 
will be in shape to return to the city. 
The Exposition company has expended 
$250,000 in restoration work since the ex- 
hibit buildings were wrecked. 

The company has constructed 40,000. 
feet of 40-foot permanent roadway and 
4000 feet of 30-foot roadway. The rub- 
bish from the big exhibit palaces has 
been cleared from what constituted the 
main picture of the Exposition grounds. 

In accordance with plans previously 
approved by the Board of Public Im- 
provements, the board inclosure of the 
River des Peres has been removed from 
the artificial channel. A large por- 
tion of Post-Dispatch Lake has been 
re-excavated and connected with the 
World’s Fair Jagoons. The grand basin, 
which faced the Cascades, is connected 
with Post-Dispatch Lake by the south 
arm of the lagoons, which skirts the 
hills in the rear of the former site of 
the Education Building. 

The lakes now occupy 22 acres. The 
section of the lagoon that ran west 
and north of the Palace of Electricity 
has been filled, but the south arm re- 
mains. The greater part of the main 
picture of the Exposition site has been 
leveled, but notwithstanding the large 
expenditure of money, it does not, in 
its present condition, bear much re- 
semblance to the original park. 


River des Peres Changed. 


No pertrvanent bridges have been 
erected across the River des Peres. 
This little stream originally flowed dl- 
agonally through the park tc the foot 
of Art Hill, and then wound around 
the base of the hills to the point where 
the artificial channel intersects with the 
old channel. 

The new channel runs almost through 
the center of the grounds, after turning 
east from a point a few hundred yards 
northwest of the grand basin. The 
ditch is about 20 feet deep, and in some 
places 100 feet wide at the top. Heavy 
rains and swollen streams have washed 
the banks badly. In some places the 
floor beams have not been removed 
from the bed of the river. 

As a whole this section of the river 
bears no resemblance to a natural 
stream and it will cust several thousand 
dollars to restore it to anything like 
its former beauty. Where it formerly 
wound in graceful curves around the 
foot of the hills it now runs in almost 
a straight course through an artificial 
ditch. Intersecting the River des 
Peres where it turns east is another 
small stream that was boxed up by 
the Exposition Company. The timbers 
in this conduit have rotted and the 
walls are caving in, making an ugly 
and irregular ditch. 


Growing Oats and Millet. 


The portion of the grounds occupied 
by the Model City, Manufactures, 
Liberal Arts and Mining Buildings, is 
now utilized as an oatfield. While the 
inspection tour was being made a 
farmer was leisurely cutting his oat 
crop with a mower. The site of the 
Machinery building is now a _ millet 
field. 

Half a dozen teams on the northeast 
corner of the site of the Transportation 
Building were filling in excavations. A 
dozen other teams are filling up the 
section of the lagoon that ran on the 
north side of the Electricity Building. 
A dozen teams on the extreme eastern 
end of the grounds, where the Govern- 
ment Building stood, were leveling the 
grounds and removing the rubbish. 

Portions of the bed of the Intramural 
Railway have not been removed from 
Cottage Hill. The grounds where the 
Jerusalem exhibit stood have not been 
put in order. Most of the wooded por- 
tion of the 2. occupied by State and 
special buildings, has been restored. but 
as no care has been

LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 
William ‘‘Shakspeare’’ Hays, 70 years 
old, died last night at his home, 102i 
Fourth avenue, thts city. For a halt 
century’ he enjoyed the admiration of 
the South as its foremost poet ani prob- 
ably he was rhe greatest writer of pcp- 
ular songs America has ever known. 

Man: verse-icvers regarded him dur- 
ing the I:st «ecade as the leading poet 
of the United States, and critics in En- 
glani and E:vrope freqvently made tlic 
assertion (that he. held this status in 
the literary’ world. 

The climax of his fame was reache:l 
wi.en he vrote ‘“‘Dixie,’’. the compvsition 
of which was much disputed, but which 
a committea of investigation recortly 
proved to bave been written by him. 
He had always stoutly maintained that 
the son was of his making. 

While at Georgetown University he 
was dubbed William ‘“Shakspeare”’’ by 
his instructors, because of his poetic 
trend and because there were so many 
other Williams among his fellow stu- 
dents. His teachers in music found him 
so proficient that they declared he was 
beyond technical instruction. They 
called him a genius. 

Col. Hays was a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Hugh Hays and was born at Main and 
Hancock streets, Louisville, July 19, 
1837. Before he was 19 years old he 
had written several attractive poems 
and had begun his music career by pro- 
ducing several clever compositions. 


Takes Up Journalism. 
At that age he became acquainted 


with George D. Prentice, who advised 
a newspaper career for the youth. The 
advice was accepted and for 50 years 
Col. Hays had been prominent in the 
journalistic field. For many years be- 
fore his death he was river editor of 
‘the Louisville Courier-Journal and the 
Times. 
Compesed Many Songs. 

He was tue author of more than three 
hundrea songs, several of which were 
only n degree less popular aud famous 
than “Dtxie,” and his poems wer» lc- 
gion. Among his music productions 
were “Molly Darling,’’ which nad a 
sale of 2,000,000 copies in America aul 
England; “Keep in de Middle ds 
Road,” “De Old Log Cabin in de Lane,” 
“Come a-Running,’”” ‘Nora O'Neil,” 
“Shamus O’Brien,” ‘‘My Sunny Southern 
Home” end scores of others. 

During the Civil War he was war 
correspondent along the Ohio and 
Mississippi rivers and made friends 
of pilots and other steamboatmen 
from the source of the Ohio to New 
Orleans. He was a mere strippling 
when he piloted the Grey Eagle, 
loaded with cotton, from Vicksburg 
to New Orleans several times during 
the most exciting period of ..e con- 
flict along the waterways, defying the 
Federal troops. 

Finally he was captured on one of 
his daring runs by Gen. Ben Butler, 
who held New Orleans, but his wit

{SSUES RAISED BY COURTS. 

Some of the most vital and far-reaching political 
issues which have arisen in the United States have 
their origin in the Federal courts. The action of 
Judge Pritchard in the case of North Carolina 
against the Southern Railway Co. may prove 
to be the forerunner of such another contest. 

A few months ago Secretary Root laid down 
the doctrine that if the states neglected to exer- 
cise the powers rightfully belonging to them the 
National Government might exert those powers 
.by..judicial assumption. North Carolina under- 
takes to regulate railroad rates within its limits, 
and it is at once checked by a United States court, 
first by injunction and later by habeas. corpus.

ENFORCING THE LAW, 

| Merely because reprehensible methods are used 
to obtain evidence for violations of law is not a 
good reason for refusing to issue warrants or to 
prosecute the offenders. Reprehensible methods 
are frequently used by detectives, but the law 
can take no cognizance of that fact. On the other 
hand, if the laws are violated in an attempt to en- 
trap and to tempt men and women into law 
breaking, all who violate the law—the accuser 
and the accused—should be prosecuted and pun- 
ished. 

No act is baser or more contemptible than that 
which is designed to cause others to violate the 
law in order that a case may be made against 
them. Imstances of that kind tn the work of the 
Law Enforcement League bring the organization 
into discredit. They tend to discredit and weaken

In making reports in the cases of four condemned 
murderers recently he recommends that the death 
sentence in all the cases be commuted. In making 
this recommendation, Mr. Mosby says: 


“On the broad ground that capital punishment 
does not tend to prevent capital crime, which I 
am prepared to substantiate by statistics, and be- 
cause the State commits a murder every time it 
moves ‘with premeditation and deliberation against 
a human life, I beg to most»earnestly recommend 
that all these sentences be commuted to life im- 
prisonment.” 

The law of Missouri says that a man who com- 


mits murder in the first degree shall be hanged 
or imprisoned for life, as the jury may determine. 
Presumably that is what the majority of the peo- 
ple of Missouri want, or else the law would be 
changed. Mr. Mosby’s declaration that the lawful 
execution of a criminal who wilfully takes life is 
murder is a gratuitous insult to the people. 
Of course, Mr. Mosby has the right to hold any 
ypinions he pleases regarding the manner in which 
criminals should be punished. He has a right to 
oppose capital punishment by word of mouth, 
but it is hardly within the line of his official

T in the form of vapor, says a writer in Cassier’s Magazine. Its moisture, 

content at, say 60 degrees F., is likely to range between 6.8 and 1.0 part 
per 100 parts, by volume, when no sensible humidity is observed—but under a 
great variety of conditions it is Mable to go very much higher. It approxi- 
mates dryness at about 32 degrees F. and becomes dryer as it is further 
chilled—partly by the deposition of frost crystals and partly by an action com- 
parable to the squeezing of a wet sponge. As its temperature rises, air, which 
fg able to find it, takes up all the moisture it wants—its capacity to absorb and 
hold it being, generally speaking, a function of its temperature. It should be 
remembered, however, that this law of the relation between the records of 
thermometer and hygrometer is somewhat elastic, since an air current may 
carry in suspension a great deal more water than it needed to saturate it. 
Everyone has observed this when exposed to a wind-driven fog, which, for 
some reason, refuses to dissolve in normal precipitation, but is almost as wet- 
ting as rain, or when on the lee side of a cataract or a fountain. Under these 
conditions air may carry with it much more water than it could abserb and 
hold, and it often does exactly this. Feg is not always composed of the mi- 
eroscopic globules which Tyndall humorously designated as “water dust.” , 
Sometimes these globules are of tangible proportions. De Saussure (in no way 
related to Munchausen) tells us that when caught in an Alpine fog he once 
saw “congeries of bubbles as large as peas’ floating past him—an atmospherte 
condition which might have suggested the inquiry whether his environment at 
the moment was very moist air or highly aerated water. But leaving excep- 
tional meteorological phenomena out of consideration and noting only what is 
of daily experience, the moisi:re content of air on 4& normal day, when the 
temperature is above the frost point, is Hable to vary between 80 and 60 on 
the scale of comparative humidity, and through a normal week or month is 
quite certain to show a range ‘of 20 to 100, plus more or less suspended visible 
or sensible vapor.

Eastern Turfmen May Be Barred 
From Competing by the | 
Jockey Club, 





NEW YORK, July %4.—The State Rac- 
ing Commission tomorrow will consider, 
and is expected to decide, the question 
of the standing of the Empire City Trot- 
ting Club, recognized by the law, and 
licensed by the State, as a proper body 
to conduct racing and ignored by the 
Jockey Club, which, in withholding rec- 
ognition from the Empire City Club, 
outlaws that organization, together with 


all its officials, and all horses and men «~-— 


who may take part in its races. 

It is the most interesting situation 
that the turf has developed in years. 
As viewed by persons interested in rac- 
ing, it is alarming as well, for unless 
there is compromise or retreat by one. 
side or the other in the contention of 
the Empire City Trotting Club with the 
Jockey Club, dangerous complications 
for the turf in New York seem inev- 
itable. ‘ 

One complication already has arrived 
in the deelsion—not yet announced of- 
ficially, but certified by Western racing 
officials—that in spite of agreement be- 
tween the Jockey Club and the two 
bodies which share control of racing in 
the West, the Western Jockey Club and 
the American Turf Association cannot 
recognize the ruling of the Jockey Club 
disqualifying horsemen and horses 
which simply participate In an “wne 
recognized’ meeting. 

All for Westerners, 
This decision by the Western Turf 


‘officials means that even if the racing 


commission “upholds the Jockey Club 
the real sufferers will be New York 
turfmen who maintain their standing 
with the Jockey Club, while Western 
horse owners will be free to come in 
and reap the full benefits of the pro- 
posed 22 days of racing at Empire City 
and the estimated $100,000 in prizes that 
will be distributed there.
